By tthis arrangement the' common school 
fund, especially in the younger municipali- 
ties might be very materially assisted. 

Mr. llartman thought it would be a mis- 
lake (o*diTide (he fund amongst the munici- 
Sities. and in one respec^ especially, did 
thins: that this was a mistake.
